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Gunning for Google 

Microsoft, Yahoo hope to ding Internet search giant with Bing

SAN FRANCISCO Google fight! Microsoft has 
finally roped Yahoo into an Internet search 
partnership, capping a convoluted pursuit 
that dragged on for years and setting the 
stage for them to make a joint assault against 
the dominance of Google, 

The io-year deal announced Wednesday 
gives Microsoft access to the Internet's sec- 
ond-largest search engine audience, beefing 
up the software maker's arsenal as it tries to 
better confront Google, which is by far the 
leader in online search and advertising. 
Now the extended reach Microsoft is gain- 
ing will let it introduce its recently upgraded 
search engine, called Bing, to more people. 
The Redmond, Wash,-based software maker 
believes Bing is just as good, if not better, 
than Google's search engine. Taking over 
search responsibilities on Yahoo's popular 
site gives Microsoft a better chance to con- 


vert Web surfers who had been using Google 
by force of habit, 

“Microsoft and Yahoo know there's so 
much more that search could be,” said 
Microsoft Chief Executive Steve Ballmer, 
“This agreement gives us the scale and 
resources to create the future of search.” 

But Microsoft is doubling down on 
Internet search at the same time Google is 
attacking Microsoft's bread-and-butter busi- 
ness of software for personal computers. 

Google is working on a free operating 
system for inexpensive PCs in a move that 
cooild threaten Microsoft's Windows fran- 
chise. If it gains traction, Google’s alterna- 
tive, called Chrome OS and due in the sec- 
ond half of next year, could divert revenue 
from Microsoft while the software maker 
is trying to grab more money pouring into 
search advertising. 

In return for turning the keys to its search 


engine over to Bing, Yahoo will keep 88 per- 
cent of the revenue from all ads that run 
alongside search requests on its site for the 
first five years of the deal. Yahoo also will 
have the right to sell search ads on some 
Microsoft sites. 

Under the agreement, Yahoo will have 
limited access to the data on users’ search- 
es —which yield insights that can be used to 
pick out ads more likely to pique a person's 
interest. The value of that information is 
why Microsoft wants to process more search 
requests. 

Microsoft's Bing has been getting mostly 
positive reviews and picking up slightly 
more traffic with the help of a $ioo mil- 
lion marketing campaign. Analysts believe 
Bing's successful debut pushed Microsoft 
to reopen negotiations so it could expose 
its search engine improvements to a wider 
audience more quickly

Results by category 

Bing has earned praise for the smart way it 
presents certain search results. For instance it 
breaks down some results by category giving 
you an easy way to quickly hone a search for 
“swine flu” with information on “symptoms” 
or “causes.” It also will helpfully show 
previous searches you’ve made in a column 
to the left of the results. 

Fast and meticulous 

Bing presents a preview of each search result 
if you hover your mouse cursor over it. And 
it helps you dig further faster with its links of 
categories to the left of the main results. 

Out of its depth? 

With common terms like “cars,” all the search 
engines return oodles of results. Then I tried 
to hunt for something purposely obscure, like 
background on the country manor that my 
sister is interested in buying. Google gave me 
46 links, Yahoo 15. Bing supplied just six. The 
most relevant one turned out to be in Google 
and Yahoo only. 


SCHOOLING MICROSOFT 

Tech blog Gizmodo unearthed a Web search 
game being used in part to make Microsoft’s 
Bing search engine smarter. Players are shown 
a random Web page and asked to type in the 
keywords they’d use to find it. If your search 
terms rank in Bing’s Top 5 for the page, you get 
a point.

Market Days bands 
worth extra cash? 

How much are you willing to pay to enter one of Chicago’s popular 
summer street festivals to see some great concerts — $5? $7? 

That seems like a reasonable amount to me. 

But how about $30 -$50? That’s what the Northalsted Area 
Merchants Association is charging this year for 
VIP passes to see a selection of the previously 
free concerts at Market Days, which takes place 
Saturday and Sunday on North Halsted Street 
between Belmont Avenue and Addison Street. 

If you’ve never been to Market Days, it’s not 
to be missed. It’s a great community event that, 
in my opinion, offers the best entertainment 
around— both in music and people-watching. 

I’ve been going to Market Days for about a 
decade, and I look forward to it every year. I 
often run into friends whom I haven’t seen in 
awhile. I also usually make new ones— since everyone there usually is 
very friendly (or drunk). 

This year, the main acts are En Vogue, CeCe Penis ton, Kathy Sledge, 
Berlin, Kristine W and Jody Watley, among others, all on the newly 
sponsored Horseshoe Casino VIP Stage. 

My friends and I were really excited to see these performers until 
we learned that, for “an up close and unobstructed view of the bands,” 
according to the Market Days Web site, we’d have fork over up to $50 
per person each day for a VIP wristband. 

For $30, festgoers get back-of-house VIP access and one beverage; 
for $50, it’s front-of-house access and two beverages, according to the 
Web site. That means that if I want to see the acts on this private VIP 
stage both days, my partner and I could be spending $200 between the 
two of us. 

I’m more than willing to pay the entrance fee to support NAMA, an 
organization that works tirelessly to provide us each year with many 
great neighborhood events and community services. And I always buy 
way too much beer, food and knock-off sunglasses, so I feel that I am 
putting money back into the event that way 

But $50 extra to watch a concert seems a bit steep to me. 

I called Jeff Durbin, the vice president of NAMA, to ask him about 
the VIP area and he noted that they are “not taking away from the fes- 
tival but rather adding something new and exciting.” 

He added that these headliners can be “expensive.” He also noted 
that there are three other free stages with great talent such as The 
Village People, 16 Candles and Cat Fight. 

Whether this VIP area works or not, I worry that this will set a 
precedent for other community fests to set up exclusive areas for the 
wealthier crowds while the rest of us are excluded.

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Wal-Mart 
plan bounced 
around, still 
up in the air

A Chicago City Council committee on Wednesday 
voted to kick the controversial plan for a South 
Side Wal-Mart store to another committee. 

There was little debate on the procedural move 
that now places the issue in the council’s Finance 
Committee, which is led by powerful Aid. Edward 
Burke (14th). Burke said it is not clear yet when his 
committee will hold a hearing. 

The decision dismayed dozens of protesters 
who said they want jobs at a new store. 

After the vote, Rev. Leon Finney— the leader 
of the Woodlawn Organization and one of Mayor 
Daley’s top allies on the South Side— stood up in 
the audience and yelled, “What happened?” 

The protesters began chanting for the aldermen 
to vote on the proposal immediately 

The 21 st Ward Wal-Mart plan has languished 
since 2004, when aldermen rejected a zoning 
change to allow the store’s construction. There is 
only one Wal-Mart in Chicago, on North Avenue 
in the 37th Ward. 

Aid. Howard Brookins Jr. (21st), who is trying 
to get the Wal-Mart approved for his ward, said he 
fears that the strategy of Wal-Mart opponents is 
one of delay He said such delay could prevent the 
creation of important construction jobs. 

Gov Quinn, who attended Wednesday’s City 
Council meeting, told reporters that he thinks 
Wal-Mart should pay better wages. 

Outside City Hall, more than 200 protesters 
marched, calling for approval of the Wal-Mart. 

“We need jobs to keep people off the streets, 
to keep these young boys off the streets and keep 
them from robbing and killing each other,” said 
protester Jamie Crawford, 23, an unemployed 
mother who said she lives near where the new 
store would be located. 

Other protesters were frustrated by the legislative 
maneuvering that prevented a vote on the proposal. 

“I think the people who have the committee- 
ship chairs are controlling it. It should be going to 
a vote,” said Michael Bridges, 48, an unemployed 
construction worker.

Rising from ashes 

Holy Name Cathedral to reopen after February fire closed its doors

Holy Name Cathedral will reopen its doors on Friday for con- 
fessions, weddings and worship after a fire erupted Feb. 4 in 
the cathedral’s attic, forcing the seat of the Roman Catholic 
Archdiocese of Chicago to close for repairs. 

Parishioners who attend the first mass on Saturday will have 
a hard time knowing which parts of the church sustained dam- 
age, said Rev. Dan Mayall, pastor of Holy Name. In fact, he 
believes the cathedral looks better than before. 

“This is what the cathedral is supposed to look like,” he said, 
gesturing toward the ceiling where workers sanded, polished 
and inspected more than 20,000 pieces and replaced fading 
gold leaf with a fresh 23-karat coat. “Nobody alive right now 
has ever seen it look like this.” 

Officials estimate the cost of repairing water and fire damage 
could add up to more than $8 million, which they expect to be 
covered by insurance once a cause is determined. 

But structural repairs that closed the Gothic Revival cathe- 
dral after a chunk of decorative woodwork dropped from 
the ceiling already had created more than $6 million of debt. 
Because that damage resulted from the wear and tear of age, 
insurance covered very little.

CTA, Metra get 
stimulus boost

More than $6.5 million in federal stim- 
ulus funds were awarded Wednesday 
to increase transit security and guard 
against terrorist attacks on the CTA 
and Metra.

Eighty-nine of the CTA’s 144 rail 
stations are now accessible to 
riders with disabilities, officials said. 
The platforms at Wellington were 
expanded to accommodate longer 
trains. Other features include 
brighter lighting and a bicycle rack.

Chicago’s homicide tqll for the year surpassed 
250 last weekend, according to a RedEye 
analysis of preliminary police data. 

Chicago has logged 258 homicides through 
Wednesday afternoon. Chicago police recorded 
295 murders from January through July last year. 

RedEye’s count, which is based on Cook 
County Medical Examiner findings, includes five 
cases in which automobile drivers have been 
charged with reckless homicide. It does not 
include police-involved fatal shootings. 

Austin logged two homicides in the past 
seven days, bringing its 2009 homicide toll to 27. 
Austin, the largest community area, has recorded 
the most murders of any community area. 

Overall, 53 homicides have been logged this 
month. Police recorded 64 murders last July, the

□ TEHRAN Around 20 protesters will be put 
on trial starting Saturday in the first pros- 
ecutions from Iran’s crackdown on the opposi- 
tion following disputed presidential elections 
last month, the state news agency reported. 

The announcement comes as anger is grow- 
ing over allegations of 
abuse against detainees 
from the crackdown. 

Reports have emerged 
in recent days of sev- 
eral young protesters 
who died in prison, 
and the opposition 
says authorities are 
torturing detainees to 
force confessions that 
can be used in trials. 

Hundreds were 
arrested in the crack- 
down against protests 
by hundreds of thousands of Iranians claiming 
fraud in the June 12 presidential vote. Among 
those detained were young protesters but also 
senior pro-reform politicians and prominent 
rights activists. 

The state news agency IRNA said Wednesday 
that indictments had been issued against 
“around 20” detainees involved in “planning 
and carrying out sabotage” and that trials will 
begin on Saturday The report said this was the 
“first phase” of trials, and that in later phases the 
defendants would be “those who ordered the 
postelection unrest,” an apparent reference to 
opposition politicians.

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Urlacher denies 
dissing on Cutler 


In Brian Urlacher’s eyes, it was just Bobby Wade trying 
to stir up unnecessary trouble. 

That is how the Bears linebacker viewed the com- 
ments his ex-teammate offered to a Minneapolis radio 
station Wednesday, comments suggesting that Urlacher 
was not too fond of new teammate Jay Cutler. 

Wade, a receiver for the Vikings, told KFAN that 
Urlacher called Cutler a “wimp” during a conversation 
between Urlacher and Wide in Las Vegas. But Wade 
used a much stronger word that had to be edited from 
the broadcast. 

“Oh, please. I don't think I would ever say that 
about one of mv teammates,” Urlacher told the 
Tribune. “Look, Bobby Wade’s a friend of mine. 

He’s trying to get things going before training 
camp. That’s just Bobby being Bobby I’m pretty 
sure Jay knows I wouldn’t say that about him.” 

Wade called Urlacher on Wednesday after- 
noon to apologize and told Urlacher he would 
call coach Lovie Smith to clarify if necessary. 

Urlacher also was amused by a Score (670 - t 

AM) report that he had to be restrained 
from going after Cutler during organized 
team activities. 

“I didn’t even practice,” Urlacher said, 
referring to a minor groin injury that lim- 
ited his participation. “If anything, I called 
him a few names for zipping balls by my 
head with that cannon he has. Me having to 
be restrained? That’s funny.” 

This is how Wade phrased it during the 
radio interview: “I don’t want to get him in 


trouble, but it wasn’t what {the Bears] expected. Pretty 
much {Urlacher] said Jay Cutler was a {wimp] for the 
most part.” 

Urlacher said he has had a chance to hang out one- 
on-one with Cutler during various events, including 
Nike functions. 

“I have no problem with Jay,” he said.

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Putting down Roots

When Lorna Rubio-Hall says she loves her mom’s 
cooking, she’s not just saying that because her moth- 
er might be listening from the kitchen— though 
she probably is, since Mom’s behind at least half 
the menu at Roots Caribbean Cuisine, the family’s 
2-month-old Rogers Park spot. Rubio-Hall’s a 
bona fide fan who willingly joined the chorus when 
friends encouraged her mom to open a restaurant 
featuring fare from her native Belize. 

Rubio-Hall’s mother owned a spot called Roots in 
Belize too, but the difference here (apart from the 
location) is that she’s teamed up with her husband, 
who hails from Jamaica. Together, they offer a menu 
that brings together Belizean staples such as cow 
foot soup (pretty much what it sounds like, plus 
some tripe) and Jamaican specialties like mannish 
water (goat head soup cooked up with root vegeta- 
bles such as yams and cassava). 

Though a commuter-convenient location just 
down from the Morse Avenue “E’ stop means Roots 
sees plenty of carryout business, there’s seating 
for about a dozen in the tidy dining room where a 
Jamaican flag and a Belizean flag hang side by side. 
After you order at the window, we suggest pulling 
up a chair and planning to stay a while —not only 
because you’ll get a better taste of the effusively 


friendly service if you linger, but also because you’ve 
got a whole lot of eating ahead of you. 

Start with garnaches ($i each), a simple Belizean 
snack that consists of a crispy fried corn tortilla 
spread with beans, drizzled in hot sauce and sprin- 
kled with grated parmesan cheese, and finish with a 
hunk of caramel cake ($1.75), a dense Belizean treat 
(also called milk cake) seasoned with nutmeg, vanilla 
and citrus essence, frosted with a thin layer of milk 
caramel, or dulce de leche. 

In between, you’ll have your pick of hearty 
Caribbean dinner plates, including house specialties 
curry goat and stewed chicken. Other dinners center 
around dishes both familiar (jerk chicken, red snap- 
per) and slighdy more exotic (oxtail, stewed cow 
foot). Whatever you order, you’ll get a plate nearly 
overflowing with rice, kidney beans (take your pick 
of white rice with stewed beans on the side or rice 
and beans cooked up together), potato salad and a 
slice of pan-fried sweet plantain. Most dinners are 
available in large ($8.95) or small ($6.95), but with all 
of the hefty sides, we found it impossible — try as we 
did— to polish off even a small plate. 

On second thought, you might want to take that 
caramel cake to go,

group to record and release their first full-length album, 
“Parlor,” in early 2009. 

That’s quite a distance from the 2006 Super Bowl party 
where McDonnell (guitar, vocals) and Eric Korte (bass, 
vocals) discovered their shared passion for music. With 
the addition of Rick Guistolise (guitar, vocals) and John 
Monaghan (drums), Twilight Revival was off and running. 

“The guy who threw that Super Bowl party, Mike 
Griffin, still insists he should get royalties for forming the 
band,” McDonnell said. “Hopefully mentioning his name 
here will take care of that.” 

With their first album behind them, the guys now are 
focused on playing shows around Chicago, including at 
a Gap store next month, something McDonnell called a 
“surprise.” Still, Twilight Revival will give the show its all. 

“I think the biggest compliment we get on our live 
show— even when we play long, two- to three-hour 
sets— is that it never sounds the same from song to song,” 
McDonnell said. “Hopefully the live show is pretty much 
what you hear on the album: sincere, raucous, a little 
intense, sometimes pretty— just with a little more time 
between songs for beer drinking and guitar tuning.”

With “The 40-Year-Old 
Virgin” and “Knocked 
Up,” Judd Apatow made 
his mark with tales that 
mostly wallowed in all- 
out comedic bliss. 

For his latest act, 

Hollywood’s one-man 
laugh factory moves to the dark side and flirts 
with death. Talk about a potential buzzkill. 

“Funny People,” opening Friday, tells the 
story of George Simmons (Adam Sandler), a 
self-centered comedic superstar diagnosed with 
a terminal illness. While coming to grips with 
his grave condition, he hires a struggling young 
stand-up comedian (Seth Rogen) to write jokes 
for him and serve as his personal assistant. The 


film co-stars Jonah Hill, Jason Schwartzman, 
Eric Bana and Apatow’s wife, Leslie Mann. 

“It’s fun to see him grow as a creative person 
and put those life experiences into his movies,” 
Mann said. “He’s not sticking to the formula of 
‘40 -Tear-Old Virgin.’ He’s trying new things and 
experimenting.” 

Apatow sees “Funny People” as a natural pro- 
gression in his growth as a writer and director. 

“It takes a certain amount of courage to put 
your heart out there and hope that people don’t 
crush it,” he said. “I’m slowly trying to take 
more chances that way and be more vulnerable 
in what I’m writing about.” 

But will it pay off? Make no mistake, “Funny 
People” goes for big laughs and contains the 
kind of raunchy humor that has become an 
Apatow trademark. But by incorporating the 


somber story line, he’s taking a risky departure 
from the formula that made him a major suc- 
cess — a formula replicated even in non-Apatow 
films such as this summer’s wildly popular “The 
Hangover.” 

Some Hollywood insiders believe that “Funny 
People” won’t resonate with the young men who 
flocked to previous Apatow efforts. Moreover, 
the film’s $70 million price tag doesn’t exactly 
make it a safe bet. 

Apatow, 41, acknowledges that the blend 
of humor and heartache in “Funny People” is 
tricky to pull off, but he stands by the creative 
path he’s taken. 

“I’m a big fan of movies like ‘Being There’ and 
‘Terms of Endearment,’ ” he said. “I think the 
more weighty the subject matter is, the more 
potential there is for something to be funny 


Oddly, the scenes that get the biggest laughs 
in the movie are the scenes that sound like the 
darkest, saddest scenes.” 

At least Apatow appears to have an ace in 
the hole in Sandler, one of Hollywood’s most 
bankable stars. During their early 20s, the two 
men briefly shared an apartment in North 
Hollywood and have been good pals since. 

That surely made it easier for Apatow to 
direct a scene in which Sandler has sex with 
Mann. 

“I enjoyed every minute of it,” Apatow joked. 
“I’ve seen my wife have to kiss people onscreen 
and sometimes it makes me sick. Sometimes it 
makes me angry With Adam, I just laughed the 
whole time. It was like a fetish. I was happy to 
see my wife with a smile on her face.” 

In addition to its serious themes, the film

focuses on the culture of stand-up comedy, an obses- 
sion of Apatow’s since his high school days in Syosset, 
N. Y., when, as a host of a student radio show, he inter- 
viewed several famous comedians. 

Apatow himself spent eight years on the grueling 
stand-up circuit before giving it up to become a TV 
comedy writer. 

“I slowly got better at it, but I was just a young kid 
with no life experience,” he recalled. “So there wasn’t 
much for me to say Plus, I wasn’t that angry To be a 
good comedian, you have to be [ticked] off at some- 
thing.” 

In a push for authenticity, Apatow had his actors, 
including Sandler, spend months honing and rehears- 
ing their stand-up acts. Not surprisingly, the routines 
were laced with plenty of genital-fixated humor. 

“We debated a lot in the editing room over how 
many penis-driven jokes to have in the movie and, at 


one point, I think we said there are just too many,” he 
recalled. “But the truth is that, in the world of come- 
dians, that’s all they talk about. In fact, they talk about 
other things that are even worse that we don’t deal 
with.” 

Uttering many profane lines in the film is Rogen, 
who continues a long association with Apatow that 
began with “Freaks & Geeks” (1999-2000), the 
highly praised but lightly viewed TV series executive 
produced by Apatow. The writer-director has been 
remarkably loyal to members of that cast, including 
James Franco and Jason Segel, who have appeared in 
several Apatow projects.
